‘FORTUNATE THAT INJURIES 
WERE NOT MORE SERIOUS’ 

Bridgend men 
jailed for attack 
on innocent man 


TWO men who 
attacked an 

innocent pedestrian 
have each been 
jailed for four years 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Ryan Morgans (22) 
of Bradford Road, 
Cefn Glas, Bridgend, 
and Adam Green (21) 
of Glendower Close, 
Brackla, Bridgend, 
each admitted 

wounding Nicholas 
Whiteside with intent 
to do grievous bodily 
harm. 

Said Judge David 
Hale: “This was a very 
serious offence of 
violence. You attacked 
this man for no reason, 
and you didn’t know 
when to stop. 

“You hit him with 


beer bottles and you 
kicked and stamped on 
him. 

“You are fortunate 
the injuries were not 
more serious.” 

Prosecutor John 
Probert said that about 
10.30pm on October 
29, Mr Whiteside was 
walking in the Brackla 
area and spoke to the 
defendants, who 
appeared to be drunk. 

The pair were 
holding beer bottles. 
Green punched Mr 
Whiteside and took a 
swing with the bottle. 

Both of the men then 
struck him to the head 
with bottles, and when 
on the ground, he was 
kicked to the arms, 
legs, torso and head. 

A resident later said 
that Green had been 


shouting: “Bottle him, 
bottle him.” 

Another resident 
said the pair jumped 
on his head and that 
she was “sickened” by 
the attack, and 
believed that the pair 
were trying to kill him. 

When arrested. 
Green said he was the 
victim and added: “Do 
I ****ing look like I 
assaulted someone?” 

Morgans said he had 
tried to intervene. 

In an impact 
statement, Mr 

Whiteside said it was a 
totally unprovoked, 
cowardly attack. 

leuan Bennett, for 
Green, said: “The 
incident flared out of 
something entirely 
irrelevant. Luckily, the 
injuries were relatively 


slight. Both had drunk 
far too much.” 

Green’s life, he said, 
had been feckless. 

Christopher Rees, 
for Morgans, said: “He 
has had difficulties in 
his life which were 
exacerbated by 

drinking. He is 
ashamed and mortified 
by the attack.”

Historian remembers wartime 
Porthcawl on St David’s Day 1915

MARCH 1915 began as usual in Wales 
with St David’s Day celebrations, and in 
Porthcawl, it was the 250 men of the 3rd 
Battalion Welsh Regiment, encamped at 
Newton that led the way on that Monday 
in 1915. 

“The public of Porthcawl are heartily invited to 
attend and view the proceedings.” The notice 
referred to a carnival and sports day, organized 
under the command of Major Masterman. 

The day, which began at 9am, ended with a 
concert provided by the Porthcawl branch of the 
YMCA housed in the large tent nearby. 
Accompanying this event, Porthcawl and district 
including Comelly, Pyle and Kenfig borough, raised 
£130 on a St David’s Day flag day, ‘to provide 
comforts for the Welsh Troops.’ 

March 1 also witnessed more local incidents. 
None more alarming than two Porthcawl boys 
sentenced to six strokes of the birch and fined 5s for 
vandalising a Nestle’s chocolate machine, and 
stealing chocolate worth 2s 4d. 

The machines were a new addition to the front at 
Porthcawl and in the months previously had already 
been broken into a few times. 

Mr John Edward Thomas, of the Great Western 
Railway Shop who had the contract with Nestle’s 
insisted that a harsh penalty be meted out, as a 
deterrent to others. And so it was. However a third 
boy, John Stewart Percy of 2 Williams Terrace, 
Porthcawl, following an appeal from his mother was 
spared the birch. 

Jack, as he was known, had two older brothers 
with the forces: Private Albert Percy and Drummer 
Frank Percy. Albert, serving with the 5th Welsh 
Regiment, survived the war but Frank did not. 

Thomas Frank Percy, an ironmonger’s assistant, 
had originally enlisted into the 17th Battalion Welsh 
Regiment at Porthcawl, December 1914. By early 
1917 he had been transferred into the King’s Fight 
Shropshire Infantry, with whom he fought at 
Cambrai later in the year. 

Sadly, Private Frank Percy was killed in action 
near Aubers Ridge on September 30,1918. He was 
24 years old. 

On March 1, too, the inquest was held into the 
untimely death of Mr Morgan Rowlands (62) of 6, 
Vinten Terrace, Porthcawl. The Friday previously 
he had died suddenly while working for the council 
on the Esplanade, upgrading the sewerage works. 
The inquest brought in a verdict of apoplexy. 

He was a well-known character in the town, as he 
was the father of the renowned Porthcawl boxer 
Billy Rowlands, who had fought Jimmy Wilde in 
1913; and again in January 1916 before he left to 
join his battalion. 

From 1914-1916, Billy had been 9th in the UK 
Flyweight rankings, while Jimmy Wilde was British 


Flyweight Champion from 1916-1922. In 
November 1915 Billy was to enlist in the 23rd 
Battalion Welsh Regiment at Porthcawl, with whom 
he saw active service in Salonika, Macedonia and 
Turkey. 

Billy was discharged from the army in March 
1919. Interestingly, Jimmy Wilde was not passed fit 
for active service but spent his time as a PT 
instructor at Aldershot. 

Focal events and concerns continued to overtake 
news from the front that month. A need for 
allotments was expressed, as “modem houses do not 
carry with them much garden.” 

The idea may have been sold as a profitable and 
healthy hobby but, as the war continued, allotments 
soon became essential for supplying food. The end 
of the war had turned the Mercies Field, which 
today would have been at the bottom of Woodland 
Avenue and was the sports field before the war, 
completely into allotments. 

Refugee appeal 

TOWARD the end of March an appeal was made 
for chairs, for the use of Belgian refugees who 
had begun moving into their own 
accommodation. 

The Refugee Employment Scheme in Porthcawl, 
apart from making it financially possible for the 
refugees to rent their own homes, was praised in the 
national Press. It transpired that at that time 
“Porthcawl was the only place in the Kingdom that 
had a self-supporting scheme.” (Porthcawl News, 
March 11, 1915) 

Most of the men were employed locally in the 
carpenter shop of Messrs Jennings & Co, Bristol, a 
well-known timber merchant. At their premises on 
the harbour front, the refugees made certain articles 
such as cabinets, bureaus and sideboards, which 
then went to auction. Any profit made was then 
given to the refugees themselves. 

Grave concern in March of 1915 was felt over the 
price of property in and around Dock Street, should 
the Great Western Railway build the new railway 
station south of the level crossing. 

Situated at the top of Station Hill residents also 
felt that the use of the level crossing, which joined 
New Road to John Street, would increasingly be 
interrupted by trains passing through to the dock 
area. 


The several petitions that followed failed to stop 
the new Porthcawl Railway Station opening a year 
later, on March 6,1916. 

Yet despite all this focus on local events, March 
10 - 13 witnessed the Battle of Neuve-Chappelle, 
which was the first major attack launched by the 
British Army since the beginning of the war. 

Up to this point the British Army had been 
involved in defensive campaigns and manoeuvres. 
Commander-in-chief General Sir John French 
instigated a combined attack involving artillery, 
infantry; and an aerial reconnaissance delivered by 
85 aircraft from the Royal Flying Corps. 

The object was the capture of the village of 
Neuve-Chapelle, to push forward to Aubers and thus 
reduce the small German salient in the area. 

The village was captured, but German counter¬ 
attacks stopped any further advance. In gaining two 
kilometres of land, 7,000 and 4,200 British and 
Indian soldiers were either killed or wounded. 

One of the wounded was Corporal John Ormonde 
Rowe, who for the second time in the war was 
invalided home. 

Bom in Neath in 1889, John was the eldest of 14 
children. Before the turn of the century the family 
had moved to Newton, Porthcawl where John 
proved to be a good all-round athlete. He played 
mgby for the Porthcawl RFC, won the local cross¬ 
country competition three years mnning and during 
his time in the army won the Army and Navy Fight 
Weight Boxing Championship. 

He had joined the Royal Welsh Fusiliers in 1908. 
While home in 1915, he married Ellen Harvey, 
whom he had met in Fiverpool. The couple lived in 
Wallasey during their short marriage. Corporal 
Rowe returned to the front in 1916 and serving with 
the 9th Battalion RWF was killed on August 21, 
1916. 

His son, Frederick Ormonde Rowe was bom on 
September 21,1916.

Brian Hopkins (51) ofp 
Picton Street, Maesteg, 
was jailed for a total of 
43 weeks, after he 
admitted producing 
cannabis and possessing 
the stun gun.

The initiative will see 
schools around the UK 
compete to see who can 
record the most journeys 
on two wheels over a 
three-week period from 
March 2-20. Prizes will 
be up for grabs, and 
schools also have the 
option of entering a 
shorter three-day version 
of the challenge. 

The Big Pedal 2015 
has been organised by 
cycling charity Sustrans, 
and is supported locally 
by Bridgend County 
Borough Council. 

Over 20 local schools 
have already signed up 
for the challenge, and 
the council’s Sustrans 
Schools Officer Roger 
Dutton said: “The 
response so far this year 
has been fantastic and if 
any other schools would 
like to take part then 
there is still time, but 
you’ll need to be quick. 

“Last year, there were 
nearly 10,000 journeys 
made on two wheels 
during the challenge and 
we are hoping to smash 


that figure this year!” 

Roger, who will be 
visiting a number of 
schools during the 
challenge to run scooter 
skills sessions, added: 
“The Big Pedal is a 
really fun competition to 
be involved in and helps 
to show children and 
their families that it is 
possible to choose two 
wheels for their journey 
to school.” 

The Big Pedal will 
reach an action-packed 
finale as Friday, March 
20, will be Superhero 
Day when youngsters 
can dress up as their 
favourite caped 
crusaders, decorate their 
bikes and scooters, and 
have the option of 
raising money for 
charity too.

Forum’s St David’s Day 
breakfast celebrates

MORE than 60 business people 
attended a breakfast in 
celebration of St David’s Day 
2015 organised by Bridgend 
Business Forum and supported 
by Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) at Coed-y- 
Mwstwr Hotel, Coychurch.

Asked for advice to fledgling 
enterprises, he replied: “Getting your 


finance right and getting to know your 
customers is absolutely crucial to any 
new start-up.”

A ROW has broken 
out in Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
after a 

Conservative 
councillor 
questioned Leader 
Coun Mel Nott 
about BCBC’s 

place in a Welsh 
Government 
satisfaction report. 

Coun Ken Watts, who 
represents Newton in 
Porthcawl, said that the 
report had placed 
Bridgend in the bottom 
two of all 22 local 
authorities in Wales, and 
he raised the matter at a 
council meeting. 

Coun Watts later 
claimed that Coun Nott 
had no answer and was 
“embarrassed” at the 
report, but Coun Nott 
responded by saying that 
his Conservative 

opponent was cherry 
picking the report 
because an election was 
looming. 

Coun Watts said: 


“Last week, the Local 
Authority Services 
Performance Publication 
for 2013/14 was 
published by the Welsh 
Government. 

“In this survey, 
14,500 people across 
Wales were asked what 
they thought about their 
local authority services. 

“In Bridgend, fewer 
than 50 per cent felt they 
received a high quality 
service, placing 

Bridgend in the ‘red’ 
category and 21st out of 
22 authorities in Wales.” 

Coun Watts 

questioned the Leader of 
the Council following an 
update to Bridgend's 
Corporate Plan for 
2013-2017. 

Speaking later, he 
said: “Coun Nott had no 
response to my question 
on the council’s abysmal 
performance and looked 
down at his notes, 
leaving the Chief 
Executive to step in and 
rescue him. 

“I take objection to 
the fact that the Chief 
Executive of the council

had to answer on the 
Leader’s behalf. 

“Either Coun Nott 
was ignorant of the 
report altogether or he 
was more likely 
embarrassed by its 
scathing findings.” 

Coun Nott responded 
that Coun Watts had 
failed to give the usual 
notice of a question, 
saying: “Councillor 

Watts is well aware that 
members are able to 
submit questions in 
advance of council 
meetings, so that a full 
response can be properly 
researched and 

provided. 

“Why he didn’t do so 
on this occasion is his 
own business, but 
anyone would think that 
there is an election 
around the corner!” 

Coun Nott continued: 
“After Coun Watts asked 
his question, I conferred 
with the Chief Executive 
and we agreed that he 


would look into the 
statistics before 

providing Coun Watts 
with a full response. 

“He has tried to 
suggest that I was 
somehow embarrassed 
by the report, but what 
he fails to mention is 
that it also places the 
council at a higher 
position for the number 
of participants who 
disagree with the 
sentiment that there is a 
low quality of service. 

“Not only that, but he 
has ignored any section 
of the report that 
highlights the council as 
being in the best 
performing quarters 
across areas as diverse 
as recycling, dealing 
with roads in poor 
condition, preventing 
delays in the transfer of 
care or encouraging 
people both young and 
old to use local 
swimming pools. 

“I think he is 
underestimating readers’ 
ability to see his 
comments for what they 
are - a cynical move by 


a member of a party that 
is responsible for 
making huge cuts to 
council funding across 
Wales, with all the 
impact on local services 
that this entails.” 

Coun Watts is not 
standing for Parliament, 
but he knows a man who 
is - the Welsh 
Conservative 
Parliamentary Candidate 
for Bridgend, Meirion 
Jenkins. 

Mr Jenkins said: “I 
recently conducted my 
own survey across the 
whole of Bridgend and 
Porthcawl. There was 
much criticism of BCBC 
in the responses from 
concerned residents and 
this latest report doesn’t 
surprise me at all. 

“It’s clear that Labour 
are complacent, have 
been in control for too 
long; we need a change 
in Bridgend and 
Porthcawl.”

Carys Parry and 
Emily Bruce, who are 
both pupils at Ysgol 
Gyfun Gymraeg 
Llangynwyd, have been 
selected for the trip in 
October, where they will 
be involved in a range of 
voluntary activities and 
visiting Patagonians of 
Welsh descent.

Remembering the 
Bridgend Arsenal 


1 WAS pleased to 
see a report and 
photograph in 
The GEM 
(February 19) of 
the Bridgend 
Arsenal. 

The munitions 
workers are a forgotten 
army and hardly ever get 
a mention, although in 
the celebrations last 
autumn, Huw Edwards 
spoke of them on TV. 

I worked in TNT and 
CE gunpowder for two 
years during the war. 


We were able to go ‘off 
contact’ for a week 
occasionally, to recover 
from breathing in the 
powder. 

It was quite dangerous 
work; many people lost 
fingers and their lives in 
explosions.

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MP on attack over 
council tax increase 


AS The GEM went 
to press last night, 
all the signs were 
that the Vale 
Council was going 
to pass a 3.9 per 
cent rise in council 
tax, writes PHILIP 
IRWIN. 

The matter was due to 
be voted on at a meeting 


of the full Vale Council, 
starting at 6pm yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

The proposal, and its 
likely acceptance, has 
infuriated Vale MP Alun 
Cairns who described it 
as “astonishing”, adding 
that the increase is eight 
times the Bank of 
England rate of inflation 
(0.5 per cent in 


December 2014). 

Mr Cairns had 

previously called on the 
authority to freeze 
council tax. He said the 
council should have 

argued the case for a 
fairer funding settlement 
from the Welsh 

Government more 
aggressively. 

Mr Cairns said: “I am

alarmed that the local 
authority has raised 
council tax again this 
year, on top of the 
punishing increases in 
the last couple of years. 

“Local residents will 
quite rightly be 
wondering when will 
these increases end? We 
have had major rises 
since 2012, and now a 
3.9 per cent this year.” 

The Leader of the Vale 
Council, Coun Neil 
Moore, pointed out: “At 
3.9 per cent, the 
proposed council tax 
increase for the Vale for 
2015/16, is one of the 
lowest of the 22 Welsh 
unitary authorities. 

“As council tax 
equates to approximately 
only one quarter of the 
council’s net expenditure, 
it represents less than a 
one per cent increase 
overall, at a time when 
the main source of the 
council’s funding from 
Welsh Government 
continues to reduce, with 
a cut for next year of 3.5 
per cent, equivalent to 
£5.5 million. 

“However, to reduce 
the potential impact on 
the Vale Council tax 
payer, council services 
have been tasked with 
achieving savings of over 
£6.8 million next year, 
and an estimated £24.7 
million over the next 
three years. The 
proposed budget for 
2015/16 will also be 


supplemented by the use 
of £2.5 million of general 
reserves. 

“It should be noted 
that, unlike in England, 
no funding has ever been 
allocated to Welsh 
councils to instigate any 
form of council tax 
‘freeze’. 

“In the circumstances, 
therefore, the proposed 
increase in council tax in 
the Vale is viewed as 
being a reasonable 
balance between the 
financial pressures on 
council services, in 
particular education and 
adult social care, and the 
financial pressures on 
our council tax payers. 

“The Vale Council will 
continue to lobby Welsh 
Government, both 

directly and through the 
auspices of bodies such 
as the Welsh Local 
Government Association, 
to achieve a fairer 
funding settlement for 
Welsh local authorities 
generally and the Vale in 
particular. ” 

Alun Cairns added: “I 
have campaigned for 
many years for a fairer 
funding settlement for 
the Vale and I invite 
people again to sign up to 
my campaign. 

“I am frustrated that 
residents living in the 
Vale have been hit again 
when many councils 
across Britain have 
frozen bills for several 
years.”

Smith film is glossy, but it’s 
lacking Focus and substance... 


I T hasn’t been a 
good few years 
for Will Smith. 
Having been the king 
of the box office, the 
actor’s four-year 
break after the 
mediocre Seven 
Pounds saw him 
return for the 
underwhelming Men 
In Black 3, before 
starring alongside his 
son Jayden in the 
widely-panned After 
Earth. 

In need of some box 
office magic, Smith is 
no doubt pinning his 
hopes on his latest film, 
Focus, where he plays 
con-man Nicky, whose 
latest scheme gets 
thrown for a loop when 
his former girlfriend 
(and fellow con-artist) 
Jess (Margot Robbie) 
shows up on the scene - 
will she play nice or 
will her appearance 
have disastrous 
consequences for him? 

Despite the fact that 
their behaviour is pretty 
reprehensible, the world 
of con-artists is usually 
mined for entertainment 
without care for the 
consequences of the 
actions of those 
involved. Focus isn’t a 
film that places 
moralising about the 
nature of working the 
con high on its list of 
priorities. Instead it’s a 
glossy and slick caper 
movie that looks great, 
but when it comes to 


offering something 
substantial, finds itself 
collapsing like a house 
of (rigged) cards. 

It’s the perfect 
vehicle for Will Smith 
to ease into after his 
recent disappointments 
- there is very little 
demand on the actor. 

Instead, charisma, 
charm and a soup^on of 
darkness and weakness 
underneath the bluster is 
the order of the day and. 
Smith does a decent fist 
of this, his con-man 
finding his head spun 
by love rather than a 
need to atone for the 
mistakes of the past - 
but he doesn't dig under 
the character. 

There are 

opportunities to show 
the darker side of the 
character, but even these 
are undercut with a 
knowing wink that 
ultimately it was all part 
of the plan, which takes 
away the drama and 
vastly reduces the 
stakes. 

That’s the main 
problem of the script, 
which comes from 
directing duo Glenn 
Ficarra and John Requa; 
any time you get close 
to something meaty and 
deeper, the rug gets 
pulled - the con may be 
on the characters falling 
victim to Smith and his 
gang, but it’s also on the 
audience as well. 

The occasional twist 
is fine, but when you 
spend the whole film 


thinking that what 
you’re seeing is simply 
an elaborate con, there 
is nowhere for the pair’s 
script to go - you find 
yourself pre-empting 
the reveal rather than 
enjoying what’s on the 
screen. 

The film certainly 
looks the part, the pair 
having a good eye for 
visual detail and lensing 
the film in no little 
style, but it’s the distinct 
lack of substance 
underneath that’s most 
disappointing. 

Obviously, the pair 
are not aiming to make 
a film that mopes 
around and ponders the 
meaning of what it’s 
like to live the life, and 
run the risks, that these 
characters do, but you 
would expect and hope 
for more than you get 
here. 

At least the 

performances engage to 
a degree, with Smith 
running his schtick, 
Margot Robbie 
(similarly an actress 
capable of a lot more) 
providing the glamour 
and a little heart, while 
scene stealer of the film 
goes to Adrian 
Martinez’s Farhad, 
whose comic relief 
offers plenty of laughs. 

However, Focus is a 
film that is wholly style, 
no substance - it’s a 
diverting way to spend 
two hours, but expect 
depth and you’ll be 
disappointed; wallow in 


its glossy stylings and it 
might just pass muster. 

VERDICT: A 
stylish, if ultimately 
lacklustre, affair. Focus 
looks great but dig 
beneath the surface and 
you won’t find an awful 
lot there. The charisma 
of the performances 
hold up, and the film 
looks great and offers 
some semblance of 
entertainment, but 
there’s nothing here to 
really dig your teeth 
into. Average.

Arsenal’ at Bridgend

HERE are some more 
photographs of ‘The Arseual’ 
at Bridgeud for readers to 
iuspect aud see if you kuow 
auyoue iu them. 

Both photographs were taken on 
October 20, 1943. One photograph 
was taken at the bus terminal outside 
the present South Wales Police 
headquarters building. The second was 
actually inside ‘The Arsenal’. 

In order to transport workers to and 
from their place of work within the 
Arsenal complex, special articulated 
buses were used. In this case. Trailer 
No3 was for workers from Abergwynfi 
and Eemdale. 


The buses were run by the Ministry 
of Supply (this one No B 260, 
Registration No. GLU 813), and were 
a combination of a Lord Thames 
Tractor pulling a Scammell Trailer 
with Bodywork by Chas. H Roe Ltd, of 
Crossgates, Leeds.

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Teachers fear changes would be a ‘band-aid solution’ 

Vale Council’s ‘disappointment’ at 
school staff’s stance on proposals 


TEACHERS at a Barry school have 
serious reservations about the proposed 
£35m reorganisation of secondary 
education in the town. 

Their concerns are articulated in a ‘Bryn Hafren 
Comprehensive staff statement’ which examines the 
initial consultation process, analyses the options for 
reorganisation and raises more specific issues. 

The Vale Council has responded by saying it had 
carried out an initial consultation in 2013, has now 
come back with a detailed plan and can’t

stance before another round of consultation begins 
in May. 

The Vale Council’s proposed changes envisage 
two single-sex comprehensive schools merged into 
a single mixed school, while the Welsh school, 
Ysgol Bro Morgannwg, would be expanded to 
accommodate the increasing demand for Welsh- 
medium education. 

If approved, the project would see the Vale 
Council invest around £18m in establishing the new 
2,400 place mixed-sex school on the current site of 
Barry Comprehensive School, Ysgol Gyfun Bro 
Morgannwg and Ysgol Gymraeg Nant Talwg. 

More than £17m would then be spent on 
upgrading the current Bryn Hafren Comprehensive 
School site to provide for an expanded Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg and Ysgol Nant Talwg. 

The Bryn Hafren staff document argues the 
council’s initial consultation process was “flawed” 
and “not considered representative”. It points out 
there were 951 responses from a Barry population 
of 51,502 (1.9 per cent) - and refutes the council’s 
claim it was “comprehensive and wideranging”. 

The teachers say; “No teacher is against co¬ 
education in principle. However, as professionals 
we feel it must be done for the right reasons and at 
a time that is best for the pupils.” 

The statement also said teachers had resented a 
suggestion that pupils on the Bryn Hafren site 
would suffer “low self-esteem”. 

The statement said: “The Vale Council’s 
PowerPoint presentation to governors asserted this 
with no consultation whatsoever. Some staff are 
offended by this suggestion.” 

The staff statement goes on: “Coun Elmore has 
asserted that £49 million was spent on the new St 
Cyres building, and not the £78 million quote in the 
local press. Even so, the pupils of this new build 
had £44,000 per pupil invested their education. The 
pupils of the English-medium school in Barry will 
have a sixth of this sum invested in them. 

“Under ‘preferred’ Option D, the English- 
medium pupils will have approximately £7,521 
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each invested in their education. The Welsh- 
medium pupils will have £13,900 each. This is 
disproportionate and unfair spending.” 

The statement says: “It is felt that the pupils of 
Barry are being forced into a cobbled together and 
rushed ‘transformation’ of their education. It will 
take three and a half years of transition/disruption to 
the pupils of this town. Barry deserves better.” 

The teachers are concerned that the political 
climate may change because of a potential merger 
of the Vale Council with another authority, and 
wonder whether there could be change in funding. 

“Current councillors and cabinet may not be in 
power by the proposed end date. Can they 
guarantee it will be completed? 

“The proposed merger with Cardiff Council 
looks more and more likely. How will this affect the 
merger? Will this new council share the same goals 
as the Vale of Glamorgan and will they deliver on 
the proposals? 

“Should anything be done before money is 
guaranteed in 2019, the schools would be in 
upheaval with a possibility of no major funding. 
What happens if money is not released in 2019?” 
‘PROUD OF SCHOOL’ 

The statements concludes: “The children of 
Barry deserve better than a ‘band-aid’ solution. If 
this town is to house a flagship English-medium 
school, then provide it with one. 

“Do not scrimp and save and gain politically 
while unfortunate children are caught up in the 
maelstrom that will certainly ensue. If pupils’ self¬ 
esteem is so important, and we think it is, they need 
to feel proud of their school. 

“Moreover, they need to feel that their council is 
proud enough of them and that it will invest 
befittingly in their education and futures.” 

Consultation with parents, pupils and staff on the 
plan to invest £35m in secondary education in the 
Vale will begin on May 11. 


Coun Chris Elmore, the cabinet member for 
schools, emphasised nothing had yet been agreed 
and views were still to be heard. 

“In autumn 2013 we consulted and those who 
responded told us that they supported co-education 
for Barry and wanted the council to come back with 
a detailed plan for a second round of consultation. 
The production of this proposal is all that has been 
agreed to date. 

“Eollowing this, we set about developing a plan 
to introduce co-educational schooling for Barry. 

“During the course of that work it became 
apparent that the merger of these two schools would 
also provide the opportunity to expand Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg and allow the school to meet the 
increasing demand for Welsh medium education in 
the Vale - something that we as a local authority 
have a legal obligation to provide for. 

“The plan that we have developed allows for a 
transformation of secondary education in Barry and 
will provide the town with first class English and 
Welsh medium schools. Consultation on this 
detailed plan will now commence in May. 

“It is disappointing that staff at Bryn Hafren have 
taken such a strong stance against the proposal 
before we have even begun the consultation 
process. 

“We have set out how we could deliver two new 
first class learning facilities for Barry. However, 
nothing has yet been agreed. 

“It is our intention to talk to all those likely to be 
affected by any change, including staff, about how 
the plan could be refined to ensure the smoothest 
possible transition. If there is no support for change 
then we will have to consider maintaining the 
current set-up. Meetings with staff at Bryn Hafren 
have already taken place and we hope that this is the 
start of a productive, ongoing conversation. 

“Our aim is to ensure that the highest standard of 
education possible is on offer to all pupils in the 
Vale. We hope that those working in education 
across Barry will work with us to give the town the 
schools that it deserves.”

2015 

NOTICE is hereby given that on 2nd March 2015, Vale of Glamorgan 
Council made an Experimental Traffic Order under Sections 1,2,9 and 
10 of the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984 ("the Act") and all other 
enabling powers after consultation with the chief officer of police in 
accordance with Schedule 9 to the 1984 Act. 

The effect of the Experimental Traffic Order, which shall come into 
operation on the 1st April 2015, or on the date that the appropriate signs 
and road markings are in place whichever is the later will be as outlined in 
the Schedule below for its duration. 

The reason for proceeding by way of an Experimental Traffic Order is to 
assess the effects of the suspension for a trial period before consideration 
is given to whether the provisions of the Experimental Traffic Order should 
be made permanent. 

A copy of the Experimental Traffic Order, a map showing its effects, a 
statement of the reasons for having made the Experimental Traffic Order 
for its duration, may be inspected at the offices of the undersigned, during 
normal office hours. 

The experimental provisions can continue in force for a maximum of 18 
months trial period before a permanent Order is considered. Within a 
period of 6 months from the coming into operation of the Experimental 
Traffic Order any person may object to the making of a permanent Order. 
Any objection should be in writing, giving the grounds on which it is made 
and be addressed to the Director of Visible Services and Housing at the 
address given below. 

Any comments in support of the Experimental Traffic Order are also 
invited during this period. Any person wishing to question the validity of 
the Experimental Traffic Order or any of its provisions on the grounds that 
it is not within the powers of the relevant enabling Act or that a 
requirement of any such enabling Act or of any relevant regulations made 
thereunder has not been complied with may, within six weeks from the 
date on which the Experimental Traffic Order was made, make application 
for this purpose to the High Court.

No person shall cause or permit a motor vehicle to proceed in a north 
westerly direction from its junction with St Paul’s Avenue / High Street for 
a distance of approximately 145 metres uphill to the junction of Porthkerry 
Road / montgomery Road.

‘Beware these phone and 
mail scams’ - WARNING 


LOCAL Trading 

Standards officers report a 
spate of new scam 
complaints and are 
warning residents to be 
“mindful of cold calls and 
mail fraud”. 

Complaints have included a 
Lottery scam which promises a 
big cash prize after a bank transfer 
for ‘admin fees’ has been made to 
the scammers’ account - despite 
the prize never showing up. One 
resident lost more than £6,000 
after being enticed by the initial 
low fees, which quickly grew to 
thousands of pounds. 

Another popular scam 
guarantees cash prizes after a 


customer places orders for low 
value goods such as chocolates, 
biscuits or household products 
from a catalogue. The scam can 
also involve unsuspecting 
residents being asked to send 
money to an ‘international 
sweepstake competition’, with 
much of the mail coming from 
Kansas. 

A number of residents were 
found to be sending small amounts 
of money on a regular basis, 
which added up to hundreds of 
pounds over the course of a few 
years. 

BCBC’s Leader, Coun Mel 
Nott said: “We have developed 
some excellent networks in recent 
years with South Wales Police, 


local banks, building societies and 
Citizens’ Advice, so we are 
regularly informed of scam 
complaints from these key 
partners. 

“Scams are still hugely under¬ 
reported, and we think this may be 
because people do not want to 
admit to being duped. However, 
statistics show that every year 
more than three million people in 
the UK fall victim to scams, losing 
hundreds and sometimes 
thousands of pounds in the 
process. 

“We want residents to contact 
us to ensure we can provide 
support and advice, and to warn 
others about the types of scams 
they may encounter.”

THE Vale charity 
‘World at Play’ is

“In 2003, I came 
home to Wales and set

fortunate to have 
support from my family 
and friends - my father 
Peter said: ‘If you do it, 
we will support you’.” 

World at Play has 
brought joy to thousands 
of disadvantaged 
youngsters in eastern 
Europe over the years. 
Andy De Quidt, one of 
Michael’s friends from 
London, was testimony 
to the charity’s power 
for good. 

Michael explained: 
“In 2006, I passed over 
the charity to Andy to 
run. He sadly died of 
cancer in the summer of 
2009. 

“In a letter to his 
church in Kingston- 
upon-Thames before he 
died, he said World at 
Play was incredibly 
important to him and the 
highlight of his life. He 
said it had to continue.” 

OPPORTUNITIES 

The World at Play 
teams number around 10 
people, travel for three 
months and spend a full 
week living and working 
at each destination they 
visit.

£1.9m bridge work 
will take less time 


THE St Bride’s road bridge 
will remain open to traffic until 
March 16, six weeks later than 
originally scheduled. It will 
then close for essential work to 
be carried out and reopen, as 
originally planned, at the end 
of June. 

The work to transform the bridge 
between Ewenny and St Brides Major 
was scheduled to start on Eebruary 2. 
However, following concerns from the 
local community. Network Rail has 
worked with utility providers to reduce 
the overall time the bridge and road is 
closed to traffic. 

Operational manager for Highways, 
Michael Clogg, said: “While the road 
closure is unfortunately unavoidable, 
we’re glad that we were able to reach 
an agreement with Network Rail to 
reduce any disruption, whilst the 
bridge replacement works take place. 

“We fully understood the concerns 
raised by residents and businesses in 
the area, and we think that this agreed 
delay to the road closure will benefit 
the whole community and provide a 
more manageable outcome for 
everyone. 

“During the road closure a 
diversionary route will be clearly 
signposted to ensure disruption is kept 
to a minimum. 


“The council is working to ensure 
that the diversion route provides the 
most suitable alternative and 
convenient access to St Bride’s during 
the construction phase and will be 
undertaking any necessary 
maintenance and improvement works 
to the route prior to the new closure 
date for the bridge, as well as closely 
monitoring the route during the 
construction phase. 

“The bridge will be transformed 
from a one-lane bridge to a structure 
with increased capacity which can 
support two lanes of traffic and a 
pedestrian footway.” 

The £1.9m project to strengthen the 
bridge is jointly funded by Network 
Rail and the Vale of Glamorgan 
Council.

40-mile race 
returns to 
Jenner Park 


SUNDAY, March 8, 
sees the return of 
an extraordinary 
test of endurance, 
the Barry 40 Miles 
track race, at the 
Jenner Park 
Stadium. 

Racing over such 
arduous distances pre¬ 
dates the modern 
Olympic Games and 
was very popular in the 
mid and late 19th 
century. In Wales too, 
many such races were 
held in Maindy 
Stadium, Cardiff, and 
the first sub-four hour 
40 miles was achieved 
there in 1967. 

The local equivalent 
at Barry was first held 
on the cinder track in 
1986 and was won by 
local athlete Mick 
McGeoch, who remains 
the race director today. 
After converting the 
track to a synthetic 
surface the following 
year, the Barry 40 has 
been held every year, 
and has earned its place 
as a cult event on the 
global ultra calendar. 

In the previous 28 
editions no less than 59 
world best 

performances have been 
set, and three Barry 
winners have gone on 
to win global titles - 
Carolyn Hunter-Rowe 
(1993), Simon Pride 
(1999) and Lizzy 
Hawker (2006). 

This year’s field of 
22 is as exciting as any 
in the past, and one 
need look no further 
than the entry of Steven 
Way (Bournemouth 
AC). In 2007, Steven 
was five stone 
overweight, working far 
too many hours in a 
stressful job and had a 
very unhealthy diet. A 
familiar tale perhaps, 
except that he decided 
to do something about 
it. 

He started running 
and found some talent 
he never realised he 
had. Within six months 
he ran the London 
Marathon in 2:35. Last 
year he ran it in 2:16. 
That caught the eye of 
the English selectors 
who picked him for the 
Glasgow 

Commonwealth Games 
Marathon. He placed 
10th in 2:15:16, thereby 
breaking the UK over- 
40 record of Ron Hill 
which had stood since 
1979. 

In the meantime, 
he’d also shattered the 
UK record for 100km 
in May at Gravesend, 
recording 6:19:20 for 
the 62 miles (an 
average of 6:07 
miling!) 

The winner from the 
last two years, Pieter 
Vermeesch (Belgium) 
returns, as does the 
2012 winner. Grant 
Jeans from Glasgow. 

Four of the entries 
are ladies, with the 
likely favourite Isobel 
Wykes (Truro) making 


her Barry debut. Best 
known as a classy 
100km performer, 

Isobel stepped up in 
distance last year and 
recorded 230.134 km 
(144 miles) in the 
national 24-hour 
championships at 
Tooting Bee in 
September. 

As a result of that 
performance she was 
picked for the GB 
squad for the World 24 
hour championships, 
which will be held in 
Turin in five weeks 
time. Local athlete 
Natasha Farid-Doyle, 
who won the Welsh 
title here two years ago, 
is another to watch, and 
the 217km she recently 
ran at the Barcelona 24 
hours in December has 
earned her a reserve 
place on that GB squad. 

Last year’s Barry 40 
ladies winner Jayne 
Angilley returns from 
Cornwall to defend her 
title, and completing a 
very impressive quartet 
is Loretta Daley, who is 
a three time winner of 
the Welsh title here. 

As always the race 
incorporates the Welsh 
Ultradistance 
Championships, and 10 
of the athletes qualify 
for that. 

With Wales hosting 
the UK 100km 
championships at 
Redwick on Saturday, 
May 2, a race which 
incorporates the Anglo 
Celtic Plate i.e. Home 
Countries Team 
Championship, the 
athletes will have the 
added incentive of 
trying to catch the 
selectors’ eye. 

The great thing about 
ultradistance is that 
every athlete has a tale 
to tell - a special reason 
for competing, if you 
like. 

Such tales are 
invariably inspiring, but 
none more so than that 
of Geoff Oliver. Geoff 
has run here many 
times before, 11 in all, 
and has set five world 
best performances - he 
is now 81! 

Last September he 
attempted to run 100 
miles in the National 24 
hour championships. 
Failing by just half a 
lap, the timekeepers left 
him on the track to 
record a new World 
over-80 best of 24 
hours, 1 minute and 17 
seconds, and seven 
other world bests at 
intermediate distances. 
You can be sure that 
Geoff will be 
attempting to better 
those marks here at 
Barry. 

As ever, the race will 
start at Warn and 
admission is free.

have the beating of their 
opponents. 

The initial exchanges 
on a particularly muddy 
pitch were evenly 
contested with all the 
early exchanges taking 
place between the two 
22-metre lines as the 
occasional drive by the 
forwards and the probing 
kicks of the opposing fly- 
halves, Connor Goode 
for Newbridge and Josh 
White for the Athletic, 
came to nothing. 

But it was a shrewd 
kick by young White that 
led to Newbridge 
infringing at the 

breakdown and he 

stepped up to send the 
ball between the posts for 
the opening score. 

A kick into the 

Athletic 22 forced a 

hurried clearance and 
from the resulting lineout 


in a well-rehearsed 
training ground move, 
home scrum-half Lloyd 
Peart burst through the 
line to link with his 
forwards. 

Some slick close 
passing allowed No. 8 
Dean Gibbs to get the 
touchdown. 

The home team’s lead 
was to prove shortlived 
however, as from a scrum 
just inside their own half 
the Athletic won the ball. 
Dan Apsee’s efficient 
pass found Josh White 
who linked with centre 
Ryan Owen. 

Owen surged outside 
his man and a well- 
timed, accurate pass 
reached full-back Mike 
Hathaway who 

outstripped the defence 
as he ran in from 30 
metres out for an 
unconverted try. 

Newbridge were not 
going to be daunted 
however and again 
forced a lineout near the 
Athletic’s 22. 

Showing a different 
move this time, the ball 
went over the top to Peart 
who popped the ball to 
allow his blind-side wing 
Matthew McGovern to 
dive over near the posts 
for a try converted by 
Goode. 

As the first half drew 
to a close Newbridge

Referee Aled Evans of 
Cardiff was unimpressed 
by this display of 
indiscipline by both 
players and promptly 
showed them both a red 
card. The Athletic were 
awarded a penalty for 
Lee’s retaliation and 
White knocked it over to 
give his team a 15-21 
lead. 

The loss of a player 


seemed to affect the 
Athletic more and 
Newbridge came back 
strongly and they earned 
a penalty from a five- 
metre scrum. 

A second penalty 
resulted in prop Rod 
Apsee being sin-binned 
and at the third attempt 
the referee awarded a 
penalty try to the home 
team that Goode 
converted from in front 
of the posts. 

Minutes later 

Newbridge scored again 
and once again it was 
from a line out on the 
visitors’ 22.

BRYNTEG SCHOOL 
PUPIL ISOBEL 
IS IN FINE FORM 


ISOBEL DODD entered Year 
10 at Brynteg School at the 
conclusion of the 2014 summer 
athletics season, a season 
which saw her remain 
unbeaten at 800m in both 
South Wales League and UK 
National Youth Development 
League fixtures. 

In August she achieved a seventh 
place finish in the UK National 
Championships at Bedford, to go with 
seven championship golds won during 
the summer, which included a Welsh 
Schools National Championship title, a 
Wales Schools National record plus a 
Brynteg School Record in addition to 
representing Brynteg School in a 
Wales Schools Team at an 
International Competition, all the 
while retaining her Great Britain Surf 
Life Saving Championship title. 

The 2014/2015 winter campaign 
continued in the same vein. In 
September she won the Glamorgan 
Valleys Cross Country Championships 
followed by gold in October’s South 
Wales Cross Country Championships. 

Isobel included both cross country 
and road running in her winter season 
schedule - on October 4, at Cardiff, 
Isobel became Wales under-15 
National Road Running Champion at 
one mile. 

Isobel maintained her hard winter 
training up to Christmas, entering the 
occasional preparatory cross country 
race. In November she placed sixth in 
the Wales inter-schools race which is 
considered a selection event for 
national representation further ahead in 
the year. January saw Isobel compete 
again at cross country and move up in 
standard of competition. 

The ‘British Athletics Cross 
Challenge’ series, run by UK 
Athletics, offers four high quality and 
competitive cross country 
opportunities for athletes. The events 
are held in Liverpool, Cardiff, and 
Milton Keynes, with the series finale 
hosted at Cofton Park, Birmingham on 
March 7. 

British Athletics believes the series 
is a fundamental pathway for 
endurance competitors; it also gives 
up-and-coming athletes the 
opportunity to match themselves 
against established cross country stars 
from across the UK with fields 
catering for senior, under-20, under-17, 
under-15 and under-13 age groups. 

On Sunday, January 18, in Cardiff’s 
‘British Athletics Cross Challenge’ 
event held at Blackweir, Isobel stepped 
up an age group to under-17. 

She had been selected to represent 
Brynteg School in a Glamorgan 
Valley’s team in the Wales v England 
inter-schools competition. Isobel won 
the under-17s race claiming an 
individual gold ahead of two 
Gloucestershire athletes. Gloucester 
took the team award. 

Over the weekend of January 24/25 
the under-17s Welsh National 
Championships were held, and Isobel 
claimed a bronze medal at 800m. 

Two and a half weeks later and it 
was back to cross country running; on 
Wednesday, Eebruary 11, at the Penlan 
Arena, Brecon, Brynteg School had 
four athletes representing the 
Glamorgan Valleys cross country team 
in Wales Schools’ blue ribbon national 
cross country event. 

An incentive for the athletes in the 
junior and middle age groups was the 
chance of selection to represent Wales 
Schools in the ‘Schools International 
Athletics Board’ (SIAB) cross country 
international in Dublin, Ireland on 
March 21. The SIAB International will 
feature teams representing the four 
home nations. 

On a cold, crisp dry day with ground 
conditions firm and ideal for running, 
Brynteg supplied a female competitor 
in each age group with Isobel 
competing in the years lO&ll middle 
girls age group race for under-17s. The 
Glamorgan Valleys team, covering all

schools from the Bridgend, Rhondda 
Cynon Taff and Merthyr Tydfil County 
Borough areas had a very successful 
day. 

In the middle girls race Isobel 
brought home the Glamorgan Valley’s 
team to gold with an individual bronze 
medal and in the process gained 
automatic selection to represent Wales 
Schools at SIAB in Dublin, Ireland. 

Three days after winning a bronze 
medal in the under-17s Welsh Schools 
Cross Country Championships she was 
back in action, this time indoors. 

Isobel entered the Wales National 
Women’s under-20 Championships 
(despite only being 15!) at the Wales 
National Indoor Athletic Centre 
(NIAC), Cardiff. She became the 
Wales under-20s National Indoor 
Champion by winning gold in the 
1,500m following the silver she won in 
the 800m the previous day. 

A week later the 111th Wales 
National Cross Country 

Championships were held at the Rhug 
Estate, Corwen, north Wales. Wales’ 
top cross country athletes experienced 
all the elements the weather could 
throw at them, from sunshine to sleet, 
snow and hailstones, all brought in on 
a severe westerly wind. 

In race eight, the under-15 girls race 
was run over a harsh and demanding 
4,400m mountainous course. In a 
brutal and highly competitive race 
which saw the lead change hands on 
numerous occasions, Isobel gave a 
stand-out performance which saw her 
come through to take a silver. 

IsobeTs performance earned her a 
second automatic Wales international 
selection, this time to represent Wales 
Schools at the highly prestigious 
London Marathon on Sunday, April 26. 

The 2014/2015 winter season will 
draw to a conclusion with Isobel 
having been selected to represent 
Brynteg School in two Wales schools’ 
international teams - the SIAB cross 
country international and the London 
Marathon. 

In addition to the bronze medals 
won in the under-17s Welsh Schools 
cross country championships and the 
under-17s Wales National indoor 
championships at 800m; silver medals 
in the 111th Wales National cross 
country championships and womens 
under-20s national indoor 
championships; there were golds in the 
inter-schools race at the British 
Athletics Cross Challenge Series, the 
Glamorgan Valleys Cross Country 
Championships and South Wales Cross 
Country Championships.

''Strategy is the art of making 
use of time and space...” 

Napoleon Bonaparte, 

1769-1821 

I N March 1815, the French Emperor, 
Napoleon Bonaparte, escaped to 
Paris from exile on Elba, in a fateful 
bid to regain the throne - which ended 
when the victor of countless battles 
across Europe ran out of time and space 
in a final set-piece showdown at 
Waterloo - with the outcome in doubt 
right to the end. 

Almost exactly 200 years later, there was a 
sporting parallel in the Six Nations clash in 
Paris on Saturday, where a rugged forward 
onslaught stifled misfiring France up front, 
denying them the time and space to follow 
Napoleon’s maxim (what a great rugby coach 
he could have been!) and unleash Gallic elan, 
in a gripping contest at Stade de France. 

The Welsh camp rightly savoured a hard- 
fought 20-13 victory, the fourth in a row over 
France (something not seen since the 1950s); 
and Warren Gatland’s first in Paris as Wales’ 
head coach, that vindicated his judgment in 
making four changes to the team that won 
26-23 in Scotland two weeks earlier. 

More satisfyingly, it conflrmed his squad’s 
recovery from the shock 16-21 home defeat to 
England in the opening game of the 
tournament and put the Six Nations 
championship challenge firmly hack on 
track — with Grand Slam-hunting Ireland’s 
19-9 victory over England on Sunday setting 
up a mouth-watering Celtic clash at the 
Millennium Stadium on March 14. What a 
battle royal that promises to he! 

Little wonder that the normally restrained 
Kiwi has been fulsome in his praise: “T/rc 
boys were outstanding... The forwards were 
sensational in the maul, scrummage and 
lineout.. .Experience and composure got us 


over the line in the end,’^ he observed. 

Welsh captain Sam Warburton added: 
pack thought we had underperformed in 
the last few weeks... and wanted to put that 
righf\ 

To a man, they certainly did that, taking 
the battle to the Erench from the outset, 
keeping the ball through 11 phases and 
forcing a penalty which the ever immaculate 
Leigh Halfpenny effortlessly lofted over 
inside flve minutes. 

With Jamie Roberts charging into the heart 
of the enemy lines, closely supported by co¬ 
centre Jonathan Davies, alarm bells rang 
loud in the Erench camp. 

An early despatch from the replacements 
bench in the shape of burly Mathieu 
Raster and stiffened up the midfield, as home 
outside half Camille Lopez levelled the score 
with a penalty and then failed with a second 
attempt from 47 metres that would have 
given his embattled side the lead against the 
run of play. 

Halfpenny, in contrast, made no such 
mistake with his second penalty, to inch 
Wales into the lead at 6-3 - but the ever 
unpredictable Erench suddenly struck, 
rapier-like, crossing the line for a touchdown 
that was disallowed for a forward pass - and 
then a third home penalty award went astray. 

The first half ended with Wales clinging to 
a three-point lead, but increasingly in 
command territorially and claiming 76 per 
cent of possession. 

A change of kicker after the interval 
brought the home team no better luck, as 
scrum half Morgan Parra failed with a 45- 
yard penalty attempt - Erance reverting back 
to Lopez - who this time made no mistake 
when Wales were penalised in front of the 
posts, to level the score once more at 6-6. 


Then came a ferocious drive by the Welsh 
pack, which was becoming increasingly 
dominant the more play went on, and 
Halfpenny calmly regained the lead with the 
inevitable penalty award. 

The Erench cause was weakened further 
when Parra left the field and, with the Welsh 
set piece holding firm, the team’s growing 
confldence was seen when prop Gethin 
Jenkins attempted a cheeky chip ahead into 
space, but the ball rolled into touch! 

Then, outstanding Welsh outside half Dan 
Biggar attempted a speculative drop goal, 
only to see the ball rebound from the outside 
of an upright. 

On the hour, Wales struck a decisive blow 
when lively scrum half Rhys Webb broke 
away with blindside flanker Dan Lydiate in 
close support, and Lydiate adroitly passed 
inside to Biggar, who raced over in the far 
corner for a try to widen the gap to 14-6. 

Halfpenny for once missed the difflcult 
touchline conversion, and when four minutes 
later he made amends with another 
immaculately-struck penalty, to make the 
score 17-6, Welsh fans in the crowd (as well 
as the thousands cheering the team on at 
home), began to breathe more easily. 

However, the Erench were determined that 
this was not to be another ‘Waterloo sunset’ 
and mounted a desperate rally, a converted 
try by Brice Dulin bringing them to within 
four points of the visitors’ total. 

This was the signal for mass changes, 
bringing fresh legs from the Wales bench for 
the crucial 10 minutes remaining. 

How many times had their team been in 
this position and how many times had they 
been denied at the death? These were the 
thoughts running through Welsh minds; but 
then - with Biggar off injured and replaced

by Rhys Priestland - Halfpenny stepped up 
to apply the coup de grace, his fifth penalty 
extending the margin to 20-13. There was 
time for one fruitless Erench flurry before the 
referee’s whistle brought a momentous Welsh 
victory, that could even be surpassed at the 
Millennium Stadium in nine days time! 

Ireland be warned - this rejuvenated Wales 
team is not finished yet - the Six Nations 
championship challenge is still very much on!
